L ondon, 
Feb. 
17.—Tire steamer 
Fruncoui ran into the steamer Strath 
< 'lyde, of Glasgow,off Dover this after­ 
noon. The boilers of the Stratli Clyde 
burst and she sank immediately. Fif­ 
ty-two ot her passengers were drown­ 
ed. 
Five have been landed at Dover 
and four others are reported to have 
been saved. 
Smith, Sundius & Co., agents, re­ 
port that the Franceni lias put into 
Dover. She had her bows stove at tho 
waterline. The following particulars 
have been received : 
The steamer 
Strath Clyde, which sailed from Lon­ 
don for Bombay, had been in Dover 
bay to land her pilot. 
As she was 
sheering out again, about a mile from 
the Admiralty pier, she was caught 
by flie tide, which turned her bow to­ 
ward 
the southeast. 
The steamer 
Franconi, which was coming down 
the channel, ran into her w ith great 
force on her port quarter. 
The collision occurred at 4:30 r. m. 
Two minutes afterwards the boilers of 
the Strath Clyde exploded and tho 
steamer went to the bottom. The 
Franconi was badly damaged, 
but 
kept, afloat. 
It is thought all her fore 
compartment piales are carried awav. 
Two tugs immedinU ly took her in tow 
The weather was clear and the sea 
calm at the time of the disaster. The 
Dover life-boat was launched, but was 
unable to reach th e scene in lime to 
rescue any of (he S trath Clyde’s ins- 
scngers or crew. 


Later, 
L ondon, Feb. IS.—The loss of Jifo 
by the sinking of the steam er Strath 
Clyde in collision with the steamer 
Franconi to-day was frightful.

sixty persons, its said went down with 
the vessel, only a few of those on 
board were raved.

S e n a t o r R o a c h has introduced a 
bill prohibiting the granting of the 
right to lay a railroad track through 
any street until consent to lay such 
track is obtained from a majority of 
those owning tho proposed track. If 
this bill becomes a law it will deprive 
Boards of Supervisors and Common 
Councils of a power they have hereto­ 
fore used somewhat arbitrarily. 


S ig n a t u r e s 
are 
being 
rapidly 
placed to a petition asking our Legis­ 
lative delegation to defeat the half 
dozen bills that have been sent up au­ 
thorizing the issuance of bonds in this 
ciiv and county. 
As an expression of 
the 
people, this 
petition 
is well 
enough. It is proper that our Legisla­ 
tors should be well informed as to the 
will and wishes of their constituents. 
But Messrs. B u s i i, M cCo n n e l l and 
L a u m b a u m are gentlemen 
of too 
much intelligence and are too well 
posted on the wants and financial con­ 
dition of the people of this county to 
pass laws laying a burden of nearly 
half a million dollars on the tax-pay- 
ers of Los Angeles valley. We do not 
believe there is the slightest danger of 
these bills beeoming law, but let the 
petition go forward. 


R e n t s for business houses in the el­ 
igible portions of the city are now at 
least thirty-three per cent, higher 
than they should be in order to insure 
perinaeent prosperity. 
But in the 
face of the already high rental rates, 
the Assignees of T e m p le & W o r k ­ 
m a n propose to increase the rents on 
the property owned by Mr. T e m p le 
considerably 
above 
present rates. 
The H e r a l d office, which is not a fa­ 
vorite with the Assignees, is to be 
taxed $125 per month in place of $80 
per month now pnid. The other ten­ 
ants of these houses, except those hav­ 
ing a lease, will be required to pay an 
advance of from one-fourth to one- 
third more rent after the first of next 
month, which will compel many to 
vacate the premises. 
The H e r a l d 
Publishing Company occupies on a 
contract with Mr. T e m p le , and will 
movew’hen it suits iisconvenience. 


Our Cotemporary Misstates. 


So anxious is the Express to prevent 
the settlement of tho affairs of T e m ­ 


p l e & W o r k m a n in the bankruptcy 
court, and thereby avoid the payment 
of what it owes the estate, that it does 
not hesitate to utter downright false­ 
hood. 
In its last evening’s issue it 
says that on being notified that the 
rent of the H e r a l d office would be 
increased to $125 per month, the man­ 
ager of the H e r a l d asserted that he 
would fight the assignees and throw 
the estate into bankruptcy. This, in 
plain Saxon, is a lie, and the author 
must have known it to be such when 
he wrote it. 
Messrs. B ic k n e l l <fc 
R o t iic iiil d s will sustain us in the 
statement that the conversation rela­ 
tive to settling the estate in the bank­ 
ruptcy court, took place before any­ 
thing was said relative to the increas­ 
ed rent of the H e r a l d office. When 
the subject was broiqjlied the manager 
said the rent could not be raised be­ 
cause it was fixed by contract with 
Mr. T e m p l e . The H e r a l d believes 
that if the estate is settled by the as­ 
signee process, that the depositors and 
Bruall creditors will get nothing or 
next to nothing ; that it will take two 
or more years to settle the estate ; that 
the cost will be a great deal heavier 
than if the estate is thrown into bank­ 
ruptcy ; that the large creditors will 
get more than their proportion ; that 


the firm will be left in debt after all 
their property is gone, and that some 
of the bank assets will not be collect­ 
ed. Wc know that if the estate goes 
into Insolvency, the creditors will re­ 
ceive an equal percentage of their 
claims; that the business will be set­ 
tled up prom ptly; that the bankers 
will be relieved from further trouble 
or liability, and that some people will 
be compelled to pay what they owe 
the bank, who hope to avoid payment 
if the business Í9 left in the hands of 
the assignees. These are the H e r ­ 


a l d ’s reasons for urging the settle­ 
ment of the estate. If the Express 
can show that they are not sound, all 
right, but it must confine itself to 
facts; falsehood will not serve It in 
this case. 


School Houses. 


There is no denying the fact that 
one of the necessities of our city is In­ 
creased school room facilities. Our 
schools are over crowded and more 
school houses must be built. 
But we 
should meet this want on the most 
economical basis that can be devised 
and the issuance of bonds to the am­ 
ount of $30,000 for this purpose is not 
the best and wisest method that can 
be hit upon. Our Legislative delega­ 
tion now hold a bill authorizing the 
city to issue bonds in the amount 
above named for school house purpos­ 
es. It is a wild and expensive plan 
for supplying a want. These bonds 
could not be sold for more th an nine­ 
ty cents. 
Here is a clear loss of $3,­ 
000 to say nothing of the interest 
which will probably amount to half 
the principal by the time the bonds 
are paid. This will prove an expens­ 
ive method of building school houses. 
Our Senator and Assemblymen will 
of course see the injustice of saddling 
this unnecesary expense on our peo­ 
ple and pigeon hole the bill. The best 
and most economical way to build 
school houses when the funds are not 
on hand is by special tax. To raise 
$30,00U a tax of a few cents on each 
one hundred dollars worth of taxable 
property in the city, will be sufficient 
and there will be no loss on convert­ 
ing bonds into coin nor annual pay­ 
ment 
of interest on school house 
bonds. 
If we cannot build school 
houses without issuing bonds we had 
better rent and convert into school 
rooms the property of private individ­ 
uals. 


University of Southern California. 


An important move was made in 
this city yesterday by the incorpora­ 
tion of the University of Southern 
California, by gentlemen whose busi­ 
ness, educational and financial stand­ 
ing guarantees success. The Board of 
Regents for the first year are as fol­ 
lows : Dr. \V. T. Lucky, Gov. J. G. 
Downey, E. S. Spence, H. K.W .Bent, 
T. A. Garey, of Los Angeles,Jonathan 
Bixby, of Cerritos Rancho, A. R. Me- 
serve, of Santa Cruz, U. Thomson, of 
San Bernardino, J, A. Johnson, of 
Santa Barbara, 8. V. Blakesiee, of 
Oakland and Louis Phillips, of Pomo­ 
na. Those who are acquainted with 
California affairs need not be intro­ 
duced to the above gentlemen, but for 
the benefit of new’ comers, we will say 
that Dr. Lucky is Superintendent of 
the Los Angeles city schools; Gov. 
ernor Downey is President of the Far­ 
mers and Merchants tank in this city, 
and Mr. Spence is Cashier of the Com­ 
mercial Bank ; Mr. Bent is our popu­ 
lar Postmaster, and Mr. Garey stands 
at the head of Semi-tropical Nursery­ 
men on this coast, and is 
Presi­ 
dent of the 
Pomona Land Com­ 
pany; Jonathan Bixby is an exten­ 
sive land owner and sheep farm er; A. 
R. Meserve is Treasurer of Santa Cruz 
county, and the owner or a large tract 
of land adjoining Pomona on the 
North, and Mr. Thompson was one of 
the founders of Obwlin College; J. A. 
Johnson is the late proprietor and edi­ 
tor of the Santa Barbara Press, and 
Mr. Blake9les is editor of the Pacific, 
San Francisco, Dorris Phillips owns a 
third of the San Jose Rancho of which 
Pomona is a part and is considered 
very wealthy. The University is to 
be located at Pomona and the said 
company have already set apart one of 
their choicest forty-acre tracts on 
which to erect the building, and will 
also give two and a half per cent, of 
their gross receipts for sale of lands at 
Pomona which will undoubtedly be 
put into buildings. Many of the mem­ 
bers of the Board of Regents own large 
tracts of land near Ponomu, and it is 
expected that sufficient money cau be 
raised to put up good buildings the 
present season with a view to making 
this eventually the leading education­ 
al institution of Southern California. 
Pomona is the right location for such 
an institution and the neuclus thus 
found by the said company, will, we 
predict, grow into mammoth propor­ 
tions within a few years if rightly 
handled. 


Gas. 


It is expected that our streets will 
be lighted by public lamps on the first 
of March. For this act on the part of 
our City Council, w’e are willing to 
rise up and call them blessed. That a 
city of the size and pretensions of Los 
Angeles, should compel her citizens 
to grope their way in the dark along 
her public thoroughfares is a crying 
shame, and we hope It may never be 
repeated. Most of the lamp posts have 
been set by the direction of the Gas 
Committee of the Council. They ex­ 
tend along all of the Btreets where gas 
mains are laid, including Main to 
Seventh; Spring to Third; Fort to 
Fourth; San Pedro to the L. A. & I. 
Depot and some distance on upper 
Main and Alameda streets. A con­ 
tract has been made for 100 lamps hut 
only 84 have been located thus far. 
and the remaining 16 will be reserved 
for the upper portions of the city 
when the gas mains are extended in 
that direction. The lamps are placed 
300 feet apart on ail of the streets 
named. 
A little wallett containing street car 
tickets, was found yesterday and left 
at this office for the owner. It prob­ 
ably belongs to some school boy or 
giri.

Nan F rancisco Vc h i. 


S an F ra ncisco. Feb. 18th.—Case of 
Woodruff alias Miller, charged with 
embezzlement of funds from the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company, was 
set for this morning in the Municipal 
Court. 
About two o’clock this morning an 
Italian 
named 
Nicholas Selestan, 
while under the influence of liquor, 
went out on the end of Meiggs’ wharf 
and commenced discharging his re­ 
volver at imaginery ducks in the bay. 
After firing a couple of shots, his pis­ 
tol, a self-cocking one, missed lire and 
he turned it around to examine it, 
while looking at the weapon, one of 
the cutridges exploded and the ball en­ 
tered his stomach. The shock threw 
him into the water and lie was fished 
out by officers who conveyed him to 
the city prison hospital. An exami­ 
nation showed the ball had entered 
below the heart and could not be found. 
He will propably die. 
The San Francisco branch of the 
firm of Charles Larue & Co., of Put 
and Call fraternity, has collapsed. It 
wa9 represented by one Shedd, who 
had a desk room at 422 Montgomery 
street. 
He came to this place about 
the middle of January, advertised 
moderately in the city journals, but 
held out glowing inducements through 
seventy-live newspapers published at 
various points In the interior. He 
never did a flourishing business and 
last Saturday lie disappeared entirely 
from the public eye, leaving advertis­ 
ing bills unpaid and various claims 
of persons who had taken chances with 
him unsettled. It is not known how 
much has been lostthrough his means.

committed last night at Bakersfield 
upon the Kern Valley Bank,by whicli 
about $27,000 in gold coin and gold 
notes belonging to the county wa9 ta­ 
ken. 
As yet there is no surmise 
whatever as to who committed the 
daring deed. 
From all the informa­ 
tion we can obtain upon the subject, 
it seems that Mr. S. J. Lansing, the 
Bank 
Manager, 
ami 
the Deputy 
County Treasurer was in the office at 
a late hour transacting some business 
with Mr. Colsus Brower, and that Mr. 
Brower left the Bank about 11 o’clock, 
and immediately thereafter some one 
rapped at the door of the Bank, and 
Mr. Lansing supposiog it to be the re­ 
turn of Mr. Brower unsuspectingly 
opened the door, and it is supposed 
was knocked down and 6tupified with 
chloroform while tho robbers quietly 
picked up and carried oil' the money, 
the 
vault and safe 
being 
open. 
Lansing 
has 
no 
distinct 
recol­ 
lection 
of 
anything 
after 
the 
door was opened other than the appar­ 
ition of two men in the door way, 
when opened the robberry wa9 not 
discovered until about live*o’clock in 
the morning, when Mr. Park, the 
agent of Wells Fargo & Co.’s express 
opened his office, which is in the bank 
building, and found Lansing in an al­ 
most insensible condition and unable 
to give any inteilegible account of the 
affair. There is considerable excite­ 
ment and the officers are doing all in 
their power to unravel the mystery 
that surrounds this apparently well 
planned and daring exploit of some of 
the bold desciples of Bobbin Hood or 
Dick Turpin, who yet deiightin trav­ 
elling about the precincts of Bakers­ 
field. It is understood here that the 
credit of the bank is not effected and 
that all depositors will be paid prompt­ 
ly-

L egislative Proceedluif». 


S a c r a m e n t o, C al. Feb. 18th. 
The Senate wa9 called to order by 
Lieut-Governor Johnson. 
Flint presented a petition from the 
citizens of Monterey county against, 
the passage of any law reducing the 
area of said county. Avering that 
tlie proposed annexation to San Louis 
Obispo 
cout-.ty 
is opposed 
by a 
large portion of the residents of the 
territory proposed to be annexed. 
Lewis, from the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee reported, recommending the pas­ 
sage of the bill districting the city of 
Oakland into wards. On motion, the 
bill was taken up and rules suspended, 
ami the bill passed by a vote of 19 ayes 
to 17 noes. 
New Bills were presented by Farley 
amending the Civil Code. The bill al­ 
lows Trustees of Mining Companies, 
whose grounds adjoin, to consolidate 
upon the petition of two-thirds of the 
stockholders and on filing a certificate 
in the office of the County Clerk. 
By Pierson adding new article to the 
Political Code, providing for appoint­ 
ment by the Governor of a Stale 
Gauger and weigher of wines and liq­ 
uors to reside in San Francisco, who 
shall hold office for two years and 
give a bond of $25,000. He shall gauge 
all wines and liquors arriving in said 
city in packages containing more than 
fifteen gallons, and affix his seal show­ 
ing the number of gallons there are in 
package9offlciailygauged by a United 
States Gauger, and wines and liquors 
manufactured from grapes grown in 
California are exempt from this pro­ 
vision. 
Edgerton’s 
bill 
appropriating 
$2,500 of the money in the State 
Treasury to pay Mrs. T. M. Logan one 
year’s salary of her late husband as a 
member and Secretary of the State 
Board of health. 
Howe, from the Committee on Com­ 
merce and Navigation reported in fa­ 
vor of the concurrent resolution con­ 
cerning the erection of a lighthouse 
and fog bell at Santa Monica. 
Gibbons, from the Committee on 
Federal Relations, reported back sev­ 
eral concurrent resolutions. 
Among 
them was one from the Assembly ask­ 
ing Congress to reduce the tax on na­ 
tive grape brandy, recommending its 
passage. It was takeu up out of order 
and passed. 
Turner introduced a concurrent res­ 
olution asking Congress to prevent 
discrimination In the transportation 
of freight oa the Central and Union 


Pacific R. R., and particularly request­ 
ing our Senators and Representatives 
to bring the matter before their re­ 
spective houses and to have an inves­ 
tigation held as soon as possible. 
The special or Jer vice the Constitu­ 
tional Convention 
was called, but 
postponed until next Friday. 
The question of confirmation of L. 
Hamilton of Oakland, an appointee of 
Gov. Booth H9 Trustee of the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum, was brought up and 
the nomination rejected. 
A message from the Governor an­ 
nounced the appointment of J W 
Hateh, M. I)., of Sacramento, as a 
member of the StateBoard of Health, 
and of Joseph G. Wall of Del Norte as 
Brigadier 
General 
of 
the Sixth 
Brigade. 
The Senate went in to executive ses­ 
sion on those appointments and unan­ 
imously confirmed the same. 
Edgerton introduced a resolution 
allowing Miss Sul lie Hart the use of 
the Senate Chamber on the evening 
of Monday, Feb. 28, for the purpose of 
delivering a lecture. Adopted.

W il m in g t o n, Feb. 18.—The wreck 
of the brig Kalva was sold to-day at 
auction to Captain Polhemus for sev­ 
enty-five dollars. The wreck includes 
everything on board and everything 
attached thereto or whatever she may 
be held by, except one range, two Iron 
tanks, two anchors, sixty fathoms of 
chain, one hawser, one hundred fath­ 
oms, one ship’s boat and foremast and 
rigging, for $259.

Grape and Wine Business. 


We find the following on the grape 
and wine business In the Commercial 
Reporter 
Owing to low prices and a short crop 
the past has not oeen a good year for 
vine-growers. The unusually lateand 
severe frost of April 10th destroyed a 
largo number of young vines and con­ 
siderably reduced the crop ; and the 
small amount of wine and brandy 
manufactured on account of the clos­ 
ing of some of the largest stills by the 
Government, placed the demand for 
grapes considerably lower than had 
been anticipated, though the small 
er manufacturers probably exceeded 
their usual quantity, and the price fell 
proportionately. 
During the coming 
year, however, neither of these causes 
will operate, and we may reasonably 
expect a season of unusual success for 
the wine trade. It is believed that con­ 
siderable impetus will be given to 
this industry by E. J. Baldwin, who 
has stated his intention of planting a 
hundred acres in vines. The number 
of people who on account of their 
misfortunes of tlie last season have 
destroyed their vines using their land 
for other purposes, and the interest 
created by the Centennial and increas­ 
ing fame of the California wines, 
will materially increase 
the 
de­ 
mand for and ai9o the price of grapes. 
These wines are already finding their 
way into foreign markets, and in this 
they will be much assisted by the op­ 
portunities afforded at the Centennial 
for foreign buyers to test their quality 
and extensive preparations are being 
made with a view to this end. Among 
others, Don Mateo Keller has already 
sent to Philadelphia forty thousand 
gallons, and intends to send sixty 
thousand more, forming a total of one 
hundred thousand gallons of wine 
made by himself, mo9t of which is 
from grapes raised upon his own vine­ 
yards in Los Angeles. 
The standard 
quality of California wines is gradual­ 
ly becoming higher, and they are 
looked upon with inore favor every 
year. Theoriginal manufacturers in 
this State made chiefly for their own 
use and without any regard for the 
market, consequently they obtained a 
very fine article. They were however 
succeeded by a class of men who made 
wine solely for the profit to be obtain­ 
ed, and who threw a quantity of 
low-class 
wines 
upon 
the 
mar­ 
ket, thus 
giving 
the 
California 
article 
a 
really 
undeservedly 
bad reputation, but time and experi­ 
ence are gradually overcoming these 
obstacles to the trade, and our wines 
are assuming a higher standard, con­ 
taining less alcohol, and the growers 
are unlearning much taught them in 


other countries, and learn what is re­ 
quired to produce really 
first-class 
brands. So that in a few years, with 
ordinary care, California will be able 
to compete successfully with 
any 
country in her wines and brandies. 
Hitherto the Mission grape in Los 
Angeles county lias been free from 
'he ravages of the phylloxera, which 
'..ts had such deadly effect upon the 
vines of many portions of the State, 
in» ili! v in Sonoma county, and pro­ 
p p ro i of vineyards should refuse to 
entertain any proposal for grafting 
or planting vines from tlie districts 
known to be infected. 
We would al­ 
so caution our readers against prun­ 
ing too early. That operation should 
never be attempted before the end of 
February or the beginning of March. 
Too early pruning undoubtedly had 
much to do with the short crop last 
season. 


We have been much' pleased at the 
course pursued by our Representative, 
H. Suverkrup. He lias been faithful 
to the interests of the people of this 
county, and lias rendered himself even 
more popular than ever. He never 
shrinks from duty; he has endeavored 
to take tho proper steps to bring all­ 
ot her railroad through our country. 
He ha3 been the first to offer a bill to 
protect the agricultural interests of 
ourcountry.—San Bernardino Argus.

On Thursday morning as we were 
meandering down to our sanctum we

He kindly extended to us 
an Invitation to accompany him to 
the scene of operations at the Eastern 
terminus of the railroad east of San 
Gorgouia Pass. 
W o made a hurried 
preparation for the trip and started for 
the Depot, where we found all things 
ready for a start.

the river to the rolling hills beyond 
we were escorted by Mr. Hewett to 
the passenge, c oneh of the train where 
we quite unexpectedly met a pleasant 
party of ladies and gentlemen who 
had also accepted similar invitations 
ti ourself.

consisted of 
Col. E. E. Hewett, Supt. of S. P. R. R., 
wife and family, Miss Garrett, Mr. C.

S. W. Knapp, Miss De L a Guena of 
Manta Barbara, Plon. Y. Sepulveda, 
Judge of the District Court, and Mr. 
Wiii. Pridham Agent ;or Wells Fargo 
<fc Co. 
We were soon bounding away 
over th e fertile valley of the San 
Gabriel and on toward the San Ber­ 
nardino range. Arriving at Colton 
about noon our train stopped to allow 
time for the transaction of some busi­ 
ness 
with the agents of the Com­ 
pany, and while the gentlemen of 
the party were temporarily absent 
from the ear the ladies took occasion 
to arrange a table by reversing the 
seats of the car, upon which they soon 
Imd a most sumptuous lunch spread.

The snow-capped peaks of the San J a ­ 
cinto mountains towering up on either 
side, impresses one most vividly with 
the littleness of th e works of man 
compared with that of the great Crea­ 
tor. 
On, still on, we are speeding to­ 
wards the great desert, th at scene of 
all th a t is desolate and uninviting, 
.the silence of which, before the whis­ 
tle of the locomotive was heard there, 
was most oppressive. 
A t last we ar­ 
rived at the front, where we found a 
bustling scene indo m í .

We had 
the pleasure 
of 
seeing 
Ban Jacinto 
at 
sun-set, a 
glo­ 
rious 
sight 
indeed—-thence 
down 
the western side into the valley be­ 
yond and to Colton. 
A moments stop­ 
page there, and again we are offsteam­ 
ing away over the broad fertile San 
Jose Valley, at a rate of speed that 
would indicate th a t the locomotive 
itself had become inspired with the 
pleasures of the trip. A t 7:30 p. M. 
we readied the Depot of the S. P. R. 
R., in this city. 
The party, were 
somewhat fatigued from the long ride, 
but all expressing themselves as hav­ 
ing passed one of the pleasantest days 
within their recollection. 
And cer­ 
tainly having made one of the longest 
journeys by rail ever made in South­ 
ern California.

the other corner, where the end of the 
pole struck a gato post, and broke 
about three feet from the axletree, 
throwing the horses violently to the

round, but without seriously injuring 
lem. 
We staid some time expecting 
to see the owner and ascertain where 
the team came from, but none ap­ 
peared, and two Mexicans on horse 
back took it in charge, one hitching 
his riata to the piece of the pole and 
draging the wagon away, while the 
other followed with the horses. The 
last we saw of them they were going 
down Main street, but where bound 
we are unable to say.
